Party Walnut Broccoli 

3 - 4 0 ounce packages frozen chopped broc- 
coli 

6 - tablespoons margarine 

4 - tablespoons flour 

2 - chicken boullion cubes, dissolved in one 
cup of hot water 

2 - cups skim milk 

2/3 - cup water 

2 - cups herbed poultry stuffing (crumbly 
type) ; 

2/3 - cup chopped walnuts 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees F. 


Cook broccoli according to package. direc- 
tions until just barely tender. Drain well and 
place in an oiled 2-quart casserole. Melt 2 
tablespoons or margarine in saucepan. Stir 
in the flour; cook briefly, and then add the 
milk. Add the bouillon and cook, stirring 
constantly, until thickened. Set aside. 

Melt the remaining 4 tablespoons of mar- 
garine in the -2/3 cup of water. Mix with the 
herb dressing and walnuts. Pour the bouillon 
sauce over the broccoli; sprinkle evenly with 
walnut mixture and bake’ 20 .minutes, or 
until crusty on top. Yields six servings and is 
about 205 calories per serving.

as early as 3700 BC. They have 


even been found on Egyptian 
mummies. The widespread wear- 
ing of wigs as an everyday acces- 
sory is generally held to date 
from .1624 when Louis XIII 
adopted the usage.
